Fertilize with a good commercial fertilizer such as Vigoro, Sacco, 
Ivy, Milorganite or Loma, using 100 pounds to 2500 square feet, and cover with Peat 
Moss. (1 bale covers about 1,200 square feet.) 


SHEEP MANURE is very good, as it contains some HUMUS and is especially good 
to mix in your vegetable garden soil. 100 pounds covers about 500 square feet. You can 
make a good liquid manure by mixing one pound of Sheep Manure with five gallons of 
water. Bags of about 100 pounds for $1.59 of the Regular Grade and 50 pound bags of 
Sterilized (weed free) Grade for $1.40 F. O. B. Denver.
